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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, Invention #5, in the reply filed on 
8 June 2006 is acknowledged. 

Claims 11-12 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Examiner maintains the restriction requirement for the reasons set forth in 
the prior office action. Examiner withdraws the election of species requirement and has 
expanded the scope of the search to include all compounds of Invention #5. 

Status of Action 

Claims 2-9 and 13-16 are examined. 

The Preliminary Amendment filed 2 December 2003 has amended claims 2-9 
and canceled claims 1 and 10. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 2-7 are objected to because they are dependent upon a cancelled claim. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 1 st

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
Claims 8-9 and 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The active agent, alpha -2-delta 
ligands, are not sufficiently described such that one of ordinary skill would have 
appreciated Applicant's possession of the claimed invention because there are alphas- 
delta ligands that are not yet known for example, the structure and method of making of 
which is not in the possession of the Applicants. 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. Claim 2 for example is drawn to a method, but no

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specifics of the method are claimed seemingly because the claim is dependent on a 
cancelled independent claim.

Claims 2-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by WO 
2002/085839. 

The '839 reference teaches a method of treating neurodegenerative disorders 
comprising the claimed compounds. See page 3 lines 1-10 and Table 1 for example:
